II. -c ALLOWyVB l_E EXOEF^TT AS TO RORIM 

When an application discloses patentable subject matter and it is apparent from the 
claims and applicant's arguments that the claims are Intended to be directed to such 
patentable subject matter, but the claims in their present form cannot be allowed 
because of defects in fo i i r i or omission of a limitation, the exarrtioer should not stop with 
a bare objection or rejection of the claims. The examiner's action should k>e constrijctivfe 
in nature and. when possible, should offfiar a definite suggestion for correction. F=urther, 
an examiner's suggestion of allowable sutajoct matter may Justify Indicating the possible 
desirability of an interview to accelerate early agreement on allowable claims. 

If the examiner is satisfied after the search has been completed that patentable subject 
matter has been disclosed and the record indicates that the applicant Intends to dalm 
such subject matter, the examiner may note in the Office action that certain aspects or 
features of the patentable invention have not been claimed and that if properly claimed 
such claims may be given favorable consideration. 

if a claim is otherwise allowable but Is dependertt on a canceled daim or on a rejected 
dalm. the Offioe action should state that the claim would be allowable if rowrltten In 
Independent form. 

III. •< BLA^W^-Y AL.L.OWANCE OF^ CLAIIMSI 

Where the examiner Is satisfied that the prior art has been fully developed and some of 
the claims are clearly allowable, the allowanoe of such claims should not be delayed.
